Protestants  -  United 
Ask  Federal  Aid  Ban 

DENY  PROTESTANTS  ATTACKING  ROMAN  CATHOLICS 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  — (RN8> —  A  resolution  urging  Congress  to  "defeat 
the  attempt  of  the  Roman  Catholic  hierarchy  or  any  other  church  group  to 
secure  public  funds  for  parochial  schools,"  was  adopted  here  by  the  advisory 
board  of  Protestants  and  Other  Americans  United  for  Separation  of  Church 
and  State. 

The  resolution  specifically  urged  the  defeat  of  S.  246.  a  bill  introduced  by 
Senator  Elbert  D.  Thomas  (O.-Utah)  and  Robert  A.  Taft  (R.-Ohio)  which 
leaves  it  up  to  the  states  to  decide  whether  to  give  financial  aid  to  private  as 
well  as  to  public  schools. 

Protestants- United  observed  its  first  anniversary  here  with  a  national  con¬ 
ference  on  Church  and  State,  climaxed  with  a  mass  meeting  at  Constitution 
Hall,  attended  by  an  audience  of  more  than  3,000.  • 

Principal  speaker  at  the  mass  meet¬ 
ing  was  Methodist  Bishop  O.  Bromley 
Oxnam  of  New  York,  vice-president  of 
Protestants-United . 

Protestants  Not  Attacking 
Catholicism: 

Bishop  Oxnam  charged,  as  he  has 
done  on  previous  occasions,  that  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church  does  not  be¬ 
lieve  in  religious  liberty  or  in  separa¬ 
tion  of  Church  and  State.  He  termed 
the  principle  of  separation  of  Church 
and  State  “one  of  the  important  bas¬ 
tions  of  the  fortress  of  religious 
liberty." 

At  the  same  time  the  bishop  denied 
that  Protestants  are  attacking  Ro-

Scholars  Hoil  Discovery  Of 
Ancient  Hebrew  Manuscripts 

NEW  YORK  —  (RNS>—  Ancient  He¬ 
brew  manuscripts  found  in  Palestine 
last  February  —  Including  the  com¬ 
plete  text  of  the  Book  of  Isaiah  from 
the  Old  Testament  —  were  hailed  here 
as  “one  of  the  most  significant  manu¬ 
script  discoveries  of  this  generation.” 

The  statement  was  made  at  a  joint 
session  of  the  National  Association  of 
Biblical  Instructors  the  Society  of 
Biblical  Literature,  and  the  American 
Schools  for  Oriental  Research,  which 
held  simultaneous  annual  meetings  at 
Union  Theological  Seminary  here. 
Professor  Millar  Burrows  of  Yale  Uni¬ 
versity  and  Dr.  John  C.  Trever  of  the 
International  Council  of  Religious 
Education  presented  papers  that  dis¬ 
closed  details  establishing  the  authen¬ 
ticity  of  the  material. 

In  addition  to  the  Book  of  Isaiah, 
whose  origin  is  dated  about  the  first 
century  B.  C..  other  unpublished  He¬ 
brew  manuscripts  brought  to  light  in¬ 
cluded  a  commentary  of  the  Book  of 
Habukkuk  and  a  manual  of  discipline 
of  a  small  sect  or  monastic  order, 
possibly  the  Essenes.

"It  Is  religious  liber¬ 
ty  we  intend  to  defend.  We  desire  that 
liberty  for  alL  We  be  here  that  reli¬ 
gious  faith  cannot  be  Imposed :  that 
it  Is  consent,  not  coercion,  that  Is  es¬ 
sential.* 

Protestants-Untted.  he  said,  plans 
to  organise  in  every  state  and  every 
community  and  take  to  the  courts  “in 
dignified  fashion*  any  attempts  to  vio¬ 
late  the  principle  of  seperatkm  of 
Church  and  State. 

No  Compromise  On  Issue 

Another  speaker.  Leo  Pfeifer,  assis¬ 
tant  director  of  the  Commission  on 
Law  and  Social  Action  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Jewish  Congress,  addressed  the 
meeting  on  “The  Meaning  of  the  First 
Amendment"  He  urged  Americans  of 
all  faiths  not  to  compromise  on  the 
issue  of  Church  and  State. 

Asserting  that  the  First  Amendment 
was  intended  to  erect  a  wall  of  sepa¬ 
ration  between  Church  and  state,  be 
warned  against  “a  more  limited  inter¬ 
pretation  which  has  been  raised  by 
Catholic  leaders  and  souse  Protes¬ 
tants.* 

“Catholics,  Protestants  and  Jews  all 
obtain  benefits  by  separation  of 
Church  and  State,"  Mr.  Pfeifer  de¬ 
clared. 

Dr.  Glenn  Archer,  executive  director 
of  Protestants-Unlted,  asserted  that 
the  organization  would  "fearlessly 
proclaim  its  bellefe  that  America  is 
not  required  to  choose  between  clerical 
fascism  on  the  one  hand  an  Commun¬ 
ism  on  the  other."

WOMEN  ASK  DOUBLE 
SERVICES  ON  SUNDAY 

TAMPA,  Fla  — (RN8)—  Women  at 
the  Spencer  Memorial  Baptist  church 
here  want  to  follow  an  example  of 
the  motion  picture  industry  for  maxi¬ 
mum  use  of  equipment  In  their  church 
building. 

The  church's  Woman’s  Missionary 
Society  adopted  a  resolution  citing 
the  practice  of  motion  picture  thea¬ 
ters  for  continuous  showings  "where¬ 
by  they  empty  and  refill  their  build¬ 
ing  time  and  again,”  and  called  for  a 
double  program  of  preaching  and 
teaching  services  each  8unday  morn¬ 
ing. 

"We  feel.”  said  the  resolution,  “that 
the  popularizing  of  this  type  of  ser¬ 
vice  would  untie  the  hands  of  many 
churches  from  big  financial  obliga¬ 
tions  to  build  and  equip  more  build¬ 
ings.”  They  suggested  that  the  money 
saved  could  be  used  for  a  stimulated 
program  of  world  missions. 

The  resolution  asked  that  the  Sun¬ 
day  School  Board  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  “study,  recom¬ 
mend,  advoate,  and  promote  the  dou¬ 
ble  services  on  Sunday  In  order  to  get 
more  use  out  of  our  existing  equip¬ 
ment." 

The  Rev.  J.  El  wood  Rawls,  pastor 
of  the  church,  said  he  knew  that 
several  churches  have  tried  the  plan 
and  that  It  worked  successfully. 

“As  our  church  grows,”  he  said,  “all 
that  I  can  see  ahead  Is  a  vicious  cir¬ 
cle  of  more  people,  more  buildings, 
more  money — but  If  we  can  make  the 
double  service  plan  popular,  think  of 
the  building  fund  money  that  can  be 
saved  for  the  glory  of  God  and  for 
reaching  countless  millions  who  want 
the  Gospel."

It  is  hoped  that  many  of  our 
churches  will  Join  In  this  program, 
and  certainly,  the  music  program 
would  be  made  much  more  efficient 
and  effective  In  any  church  promoting 
a  music  school. 

In  such  a  school,  emphasis  would 
be  placed  upon  teaching  a  course  of 
rudiments  of  music  to  the  choir  .con¬ 
ferences  with  organists  and  pianists 
In  the  Interest  of  better  hymn-play¬ 
ing,  development  of  graded  choirs,  and 
development  of  song  leaders  for  bet¬ 
ter  congregational  singing.  In  each 
church  having  a  music  school.  It  Is 
recommended  that  a  song  festival  be 
held  on  the  closing  night  of  the  school. 

The  music  school  will  be  promoted 
on  a  similar  plan  to  those  schools 
promoted  last  year,  however,  only  pro¬ 
motions  listed  by  the  Training  Union 
Department  will  be  used  in  1949.

An  Inspiring  Report 

In  this  issue  of  the  Baptist  Re¬ 
cord,  Dr.  D.  A.  McCall,  Executive 
Secretary -Treasurer  of  the  Missis¬ 
sippi  Baptist  Convention  Board 
makes  his  semi-annual  report  to 
the  churclies.  This  report  carries 
the  annual  financial  statement,  of 
every  Baptist  church  in  Mississippi 
so  far  as  gifts  through  the  Conven¬ 
tion  Board  office  are  concerned. 

This  issue  should  be  one  of  the 
most  interesting  and  helpful  is¬ 
sues  of  the  entire  year.  Pastors  and 
churches  should  study  it  thought¬ 
fully  and  prayerful.  Some  of  the 
churches  should  be  greatly  encour¬ 
aged  by  the  progress  and  the  re¬ 
cord  they  have  made  and  others 
should  be  humbled  by  what  they 
have  failed  to  do.  • 

A  study  of  this  financial  record 
wiD  show  that  there  have  been  a 
great  many  more  churches  co¬ 
operating  in  the  program  of  Mis¬ 
sissippi  Baptists  than  was  true  only 
a  few  years  ago. 

The  few  churches  that  have 
failed  to  have  a  part  in  the  world¬ 
wide  work  of  Mississippi  Baptists 
should  shed  tears  of  sorrow  over 
their  failure  and  resolve  NOW  to 
do  something  at  once  and  keep  on 
doing  it 

We  urge  Mississippi  Baptists  to 
study  these  figures  earnestly  and 
prayerfully.  Let  every  pastor  call 
the  attention  of  his  people  to  the 
record  of  their  church  whether  it 
be  good  or  bod.  If  good,  resolve  to 
do  better.  If  bad,  resolve  to  do 
something. 

Keep  in  mind  the  fact  that  this 
record  was  not  made  by  Dr.  Mc¬ 
Call  and  his  fellow  workers  but 
by  the  churches.  The  Convention 
Board  office  only  recorded  the 
figures  as  they  received  them  f him 
the  churches. 

We  believe  that  the  members  of 
She  churches  that  did  nothing  or 
little  for  the  world-wide  program 
of  Mississippi  Baptists  want  to 


Complete  the  Task 

The  Mississippi  College  Enlarge¬ 
ment  Program  is  four  fifths  com¬ 
pleted.  and  up  to  this  time  it  lias 
been  a  remarkable  success.  It  was 
launched  in  1W5  as  a  Five  Year 
Program,  and  more  has  been  ac¬ 
complished  in  the  four  years  of  it 
than  many  thought  would  be  pos¬ 
sible  in  five  years.  These  four  years 
have  been  used  in  raising  money 
for  new  buildings  and  equipment. 
Now  the  buildings  which  were 
planned  have  been  completed,  and 
it  was  all  done  without  debt.  It 
is  a  source  of  pride  and  joy  Uiat 
all  of  this  was  accomplished  w  ith¬ 
out  having  to  borrow  ^a  single 
cent 

One  year  of  the  Five  Year  Pro¬ 
gram  remains  and  this  year  is  to 
be  given  to  increasing  the  endow¬ 
ment  from  the  present  amount  of 
$800,000  to  at  least  91.000.000. 
Visitors  to  the  campus  see  the 
buildings.  They  rejoice  In  their 
usefulness  and  admire  their  beau¬ 
ty,  bat  they  da  aot  see  the  endow¬ 
ment  As  a  rule,  people  give  it 
little  thought.  It  is  out  of  sight 
and  out  of  mind.  Let  us  consider 
for  a  moment  how  important  it  is. 

Without  endowment  or  a  per¬ 
manent  income  from  some  source 
the  tuition  rate  at  Mississippi  Col¬ 
lege  would  have  to  be  about  dou¬ 
ble  what  it  is  now.  Without  endow¬ 
ment  or  a  permanent  income,  col¬ 
leges  cannot  meet  the  requirements 
of  accrediting  agencies.  W’ithout 
the  approval  of  accrediting  agen¬ 
cies,  it  would  be  almost  impossible 
to  get  students.  Without  students, 
the  buildings  would  be  useless. 
Without  students,  there  would  be 
no  college. 

Slate  schools  get  their  perma¬ 
nent  income  from  taxpayers,  but 
church  schools  must  have  endow¬ 
ment.  When  Mississippi  College 
had  only  500  or  000  students,  the 
present  amount  of  endowment 
was  sufficient,  but  with  1000  stu¬ 
dents  at  least  91,000,000.00  is  im¬ 
perative  or  the  standing  is  jeapor- 
dised.  At  present  Mississippi  .Col¬ 
lege  is  on  the  approved  list  of  every 


Poster  Discovers  Why  Every 
Fomily  Plon  Didn't  Work 

Recently  we  received  a  very  inter¬ 
esting  and  moat  enlightening  letter 
from  s  good  pastor  who  has  moved  to 
s  new  field.  The  pastor  learned  the 
church  did  not  have  The  Baptist  Mes¬ 
sage  in  its  budget,  and.  realizing  the 
importance  of  an  informed' member¬ 
ship.  he  began  talking  to  the  deacons 
and  other  members  about  the  church 

Including  the  mate  Paper  in  the  bud- 
get. 

The  letter  in  question  has  to  do  with 
objections  some  of  the  itafnnf  and 
members  gave  to  having  the  paper  in 
the  budget  Some  of  the  members,  they 
said  did  not  take  the  paper  from  the 
P«tofflce,  while  others  took  the  paper 
home  but  did  not  read  it  It  was  felt 
by  the  objectors  that  the  sending  of 
the  State  Paper  to  people  free  was  a 
tremendous  waste  of  the  Lord's  money. 

The  pastor  felt  that  the  abjections 
reqaired  a  little  investigation  on  hto 
part.  So  llrrt,  he  looked  about  Uw 
eharch  bouse  on  Monday  mornings  to 
■M  tf  by  chance,  some  of  the  Sunday 
school  pupils  had  left  any  Sunday 
school  literature.  To  his  surprise  them 
was  quite  a  lot  of  H  sa  the  floor.  «a 
benches  aad  on  tables.  However,  no 
one  thought  of  dropping  Sunday 
school  literature  from  the  budget  be¬ 
cause  a  comparatively  few  people  did 
aot  take  it  home  and  read  K. 

Next  the  pastor  visited  the  homes 
of  the  people  whom  he  was  told  did 
not  take  The  Message  from  the  post 
office.  These  people,  he  said,  explain¬ 
ed  that  they  did  not  know  why  the 
paper  was  sent  to  them:  some  of  them 
didn't  understand  what  sort  of  paper 
it  was.  They  had  not  been  Informed 
that  their  church  had  Included  the 
paper  in  the  budget  The  people 
thought  the  paper  was  working  a  hlgh- 
preesure  scheme  on  them  by  sending 
the  paper  to  them  free  for  a  while, 
with  a -bill  for  subscription  to  follow 
shortly. 

All  of  this  misunderstanding,  of 
course,  could  have  been  overcome  had 
some  official  in  the  church  written 
the  members  —  especially  those  who 
were  not  present  at  the  conference 
when  the  paper  was  included  in  the 
budget,  explaining  the  action  of  the 
church  and  the  reason  for  Including 
The  Message  In  Ms  budget

JESl'S'  EARLY  TEACHING  AND 
HEALING 

By  Dr.  High!  C.  Moore 
In  F»iatn  For  Emphasis 

Pillowing  a  ministry  of  several  months 
in  Judea.  Jesus  returned  (probably  in 
the  spring  of  A  D  2t>  to  Galilee,  to- 
cated  at  Capernaum  where  he  began  his 
great  Galilean  ministry  of  teaching, 
preaching,  and  healing  (Mark  1:14-15. 
21-45*  Luke  4: 16-301. 

N«4es  .Analytical  and  Expository 
1  Preaching  The  Gospel  Of  God 

Jesus  delivered  the  divine  message  to 
Galilee.  He  had  closed  his  early  ministry 
In  Judea .  where  success  was  limited  and 
opposition  great  as  shown  in  the  Impri¬ 
sonment  of  the  Baptist,  and  returned  to 
Galilee  with  Its  readier  following  and 
larger  opportunity.  Preaching  was  his 
first  and  fundamental  work.  The  theme 
of  his  preaching  was  the  gospel  of  God. 
the  good  news  of  salvation.  His  message 
was  timely  and  urgent  because  It  pro¬ 
claimed  the  fulfilment  of  prophecy  in  the 
coming  of  the  Messiah  and  the  visible  in¬ 
auguration  of  his  reign  upon  earth.  The 
burden  of  his  message  centered  upon 
two  great  duties.  The  first  was  repent¬ 
ance  which  involves  a  sense  of  sin.  sor¬ 
row  for  sin.  and  severance  from  sin  by 
the  grace  and  help  of  God.  The  second 
was  faith  which  involves  assent  to  gospel 
truth,  acceptance  of  Christ  as  Saviour, 
and  acknowledgement  of  him  as  Lord 
and  Master. 

D  Healing  After  Sonset 

Jesus  performed  many  miracles  at 
Capernaum.  After  what  must  have  been 
a  quiet  sabbath  afternoon,  he  was  con¬ 
fronted  in  the  evening  with  increased  op¬ 
portunity  for  service  At  sundown  the 
sabbath  closed,  and  crowds  of  people 
came  with  afflicted  lovod  ones  in  search 
of  healing  Many  were  the  miracles  of 
mercy  wrought  by  Jesus  in  the  evening 
twilight  in  front  of  the  fisherman's  door, 
and  the  darkness  of  night  fell  not  upon 
them  till  petitions  were  turned  to  praises 
for  the  rebuke  of  dread  diseases  and  the 
expulsion  of  torturing  demons  who  were 
sentenced  to  silence  In  order  that  fitter 
tongues  might  tell  the  gospel.  So  came 
to  Its  close  a  modlv  day  In  the  life  of 
hlme  who  went  about  doing  good. 

HI  Praying  Before  Daybreak 

Jesus  girded  himself  for  the  widening 
work  before  him  On  Sunday  momizut. 
a  great  while  before  day  'probably  about 
3  a.  m  >,  he  arose  without  awaking  oth¬ 
ers  in  the  bouse  and  went  out  in  the  am. 
above  the  city.  Here  for  hours  he  held 
communion  with  the  Father,  praying  no 
doubt  for  everybody  afflicted  in  any  way 
and  that  his  miracles  of  healing 
enforce  rather  than  eclipse  his  message. 
Then  be  was  ready  for  the  gathering 
crowds  and  the  widening  work  in  Galilee. 
Missing  him  from  the  bouse,  early  be¬ 
sieged  by  callers.  Peter  and  his  compan¬ 
ions  hunted  up  Jesus  and  told  him  every-' 
body  was  looking  for  him.  Not  so  much 
a  “retreat  from  sudden  popularity"  aa 
an  advance  into  new  territory.  Jesus  an¬ 
nounced  that  ta  fulfilment  of  his  mission 
hemust  minister  among  the  neighboring 
towns. 

IT  EVANGELIZING  THE  NEXT  TOWNS 

Jesus  made  his  first  preaching  tour 
of  Galilee.  It  included  a  limited  zone  in

Dr.  Jtmrs  Garvin  CtutsUla  was  born  in 
Ittawamba  County  on  December  It.  1853.

About  that  same  time  he  was  con¬ 
verted  and  called  to  the  ministry.  F\>r 
the  next  four  years  he  preached,  and 
taught  in  the  public  schools. 

He  entered  Mississippi  College  In  Sep¬ 
tember.  1477.  For  the  first  four  years 
he  did  his  own  cookuig  and  lived  princi¬ 
pally  on  bread  and  bacon  The  fifth  year 
he  was  given  his  board  In  the  home  of 
Dr  T  J.  Walne 

He  helped  himself  financially  during 
his  college  days  by  sweeping  floors  for 
the  professor  and  the  church,  und  makuig 
fires  for  them  In  his  last  year  he  taught 
penmanship  for  the  enure  college  at 
five  dollars  a  month.

H  C.  Timberlake.  and  Dr.  Ben 
Whitefield.  He  was  on  Intimate  terms 
with  Dr.  J.  B  Gambrel]  and  T.  J.  Walne. 
The  former  was  pastor  of  the  Clinton 
Church.  The  latter  was  the  first  Execu¬ 
tive  Secretary  of  Mississippi  Baptist  State 
Mission  Board 

Following  his  graduation  from  Mtssis- 
aippi  College,  he  spent  a  year  at  the 
University  of  Mississippi  studying  Anglo- 
Saxon  and  Metaphysics.  He  gained  a 
great  deal  in  experience  the  following 
two  years  doing  mission  work  in  South 
Mississippi. 

In  the  Southern  Baptist  Seminary  he 
studied  under  Boyce  Broad  us.  Whitsitt 
and  Manley.  He  graduated  with  the  Full 
Course"  in  the  1888  clans  with  A.  T. 
Robertson,  who  became  the  wonderful 
teacher  and  scholar  of  the  Greek  New 
Testament. 

The  next  day  after  graduation  he  went 
to  Richmond.  Virginia,  to  receive  his 
commission  to  go  to  Mexico  as  a  for¬ 
eign  missionary.  There  he  spent  thirty 
years  of  glorious  happy  service  for  his 
Christ. 

On  his  way  to  Mexico  he  met  and  fell 
in  love  with  Miss  M  Lillian  Wright  from 
Norfolk.  Virginia.  They  landed  In  Mexico 
September  11.  1888.  and  married  tn  San 
Antonio.  Texas.  November  20.  1888 
In  1918  he  was  called  out  of  Mexico 
because  of  a  revolution,  and  never  did 
return. 

Majoring  In  evangelism  during  hLs  30 
years  in  Mexico  he  assisted  tn  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  churrhes  and  schools,  won 
many  souls  to  Christ,  and  ministered  to 
suffering  humanity  everywhere  he  went. 

He  U  the  father  of  four  children,  three 
living.  He  has  bequeathed  to  his  children 
no  lands  or  bank  deposits,  but  by  God  s 
help  has  been  able  to  give  them  all  a 
good  education.  All  of  them  are  engaged 
tn  religious  work. 

Dr.  Chastain,  honored  with  the  D  D.
